modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions are not disclosed as capable of use together, they have different 
designs and they have different modes of operation. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

10. Claims 1, 2, 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 4,566,927 to Wood. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

11. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

12. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wood. 
Wood discloses the claimed invention, in particular, the "micron thickness 

laydown control" of the radiation cured adhesive by the rotogravure process. See 
column 3, lines 38-41 . However, Wood does not disclose the average thickness of the 
radiation cured adhesive being 0.1 to 0.12 micrometers. It would have been an obvious 
matter of design choice to apply the radiation cured adhesive of Wood with an average 
thickness of 0.1 to 0.12 micrometers, since such a modification would have involved a 
mere change in the size of a component. A change in size is generally recognized as 
being within the level of ordinary skill in the art! Applicant's specification discloses the 
claimed average thickness of the radiation cured adhesive as being "useful", but lacks 
evidence that the claimed average thickness is critical and provides an unexpected 
result. 

Conclusion 

13. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 
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14. Applicant is duly reminded that a complete response must satisfy the 
requirements of 37 C.F. R. 1.1 11, including: "The reply must present arguments pointing 
out the specific distinctions believed to render the claims, including any newly presented 
claims, patentable over any applied references.
